DECLARATION OF ATTORNEY MICHAEL S. PAVENTO 



Sir: 



I, Michael S. Pavento, hereby declare that: 

1 . I was responsible for filing U.S. Patent Application No, 09/747,366 ("the '366 
application") on behalf of Automated Logic Corporation when I was an associate at the law firm 
of Sutherland Asbill and Brennan, LLP. 

2. Automated Logic Corporation transferred its patent work to Sutherland Asbill and 
Brennan, LLP &om another law firm sometime in mid-November 2000. An early draft of what 
became the '366 application and at least one other draft patent application were provided to me 
by the other law firm. I was responsible for working with the applicable inventors to revise and 
finalize &e draft patent applications and file them wifli the United States Patent and Trademark 
Office. 
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3 . As demonstrated by the records attached hereto as Exhibit A and Exhibit B. I 
worked diligently to revise at least two draft patent applications for Automated Logic 
Corporation from a time at least prior to November 21, 2000 imtil the filing of the '366 
application on December 22, 2000. 

4. Exhibit A contains billing r«;ords relating to the at least two draft patent 
applications that I revised and filed for Automated Logic Corporation, which was designated in 
the Sutherland Asbill and Brennan, LLP billing system by the cUent number "15555." 

5. The billing records contained in Exhibit A are accurate. 

6. The billing records contains! in Exhibit A indicate the ^ecific da>^ on which I 
revised the at least two draft patent applications for Automated Logic Corporation during the 
time period of November 1 5, 2000 to December 22, 2000. These billing records include a 
narrative of the work perform^ on each work day and the amount of my time billed for the work 
that I performed on those days. 

7. In the billing records contmned in Exhibit A. the at least two draft patent 
applications that I revised for Automated Logic Corporations are generally referred to as the 
"first patent application" and the "second patent application." In the entries for December 3, 
2000 and December 8, 2000, those draft patent applications are referred to more specifically as 
the "Color Palette" patent application and the "IFRAME" patent plication. 
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8 . The "IFRAME" patent application was given the fonnal title of "Updating 
Objects Contained Within a Webpage." That ^plication was filed with the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office on December 22, 2W)0 and was assigned U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 
09/747,366, thus becoming the '366 application. 

9. The "Color Palette" patent application was given the formal title of "Dyiamic 
Color Manipulation of an Image File." That ^plication was filed with the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office on January 24, 2001 and was assigned U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 
09/768,390 ("the 390 application"). 

1 0. The billing records contained in Exhibit A. demonstrate that I worked diUgentiy 
to revise and file both the '366 application and the '390 application fix)in at least November 15, 
2000 until December 22, 2000. 

1 1 . Exhibit B contains copies of correspondence dated December 1 1 , 2000 and 
December 22, 2000 firom me to the named inventor of the '366 application, Stephen Appling. 

12. To preserve the confidentiality of commxmic^ions with counsel and prevent 
waiver of the attomey-cUent privilege, I understand that portions of the correspondence of 
Exhibit B have been redacted to provide no more information than is necessary to estabUsh
